Announcement that the area re- 
sidents’ group looked with disfa- 
vor on an interchange which 
would accommodate more traffic, 
if fully utilized, came from John 
Chaffet, president of the organi- 
zation. 

According to Chaffet, at whose 
home last night’s meeting was to 
be held, his group feels the “clov- 
type interchange would 
only be useful if Willow road is 
widened to a width greater than 
the 92 feeet presently contem- 
plated. 


This would result in the loss of 
many valuable homes while serv- 
ing a negligible benefit to Menlo 
Park, Chaffet told the Recorder. - 

In his view, the traffic gen- 
erated in this city, along Willow 
road, can be accommodated by 
the 92-foot right of way shown 
in the city’s master plan and the 

“diam@nd” type. traffic inter- 

change, which already has the

Atherton License 
Rule May Save 
A8c Tax Rate 


The 48 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation tax rate for Atherton 
will remain the same for 1953-54. 

This was decided Monday night 
by the town councilmen, who con- 
sidered maintaining the rate on 
the basis of additional revenue to 
be raised through the licensing 

dinance introduced that even- 


-pertyvaluation-or Atherton to- 
talled $15,625,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1954. This, 
estimates Boren, is appréximate- 
ly 1% million dollars above last 
year’s figures. 

The county assessor’s office is 
responsible for totalling Ather- 
ton’s values. 

The 48-cent rate, together with 
license fees, building permit fees, 
traffic fines and portions of tie 
state gas tax will go toward meet- 
ing the $148,606 budget. 

Broken down, the expenditures 
include $21,345 for general gov- 
ernment; $70,561 for protection 
of persons and property: $4000 
for sanitation; $45,200 for repair 
of streets, equipment purchase 
and the like; $7500 for miscellan- 
eous. ? 

To maintain the tax rate an em- 
ergency clause was written into 
the licensing ordinance, up for 
adoption Monday, so that outside 
revenue would immediately go in- 
to city coffers.

The PV’s were represented at 
Tuesday night’s meet by Attorn- 
ey Andrew Spears, who explained 
to the council that sufficient funds 
for completion of the building 
are not currently available, but 
are expected shortly. 

The alternate proposals were 
submitted, he told the council. be- 
cause it was felt that, once the 
funds would become available 
sooner if prospective sponsors can 
see what the finished product will 
be like.

Problem--How 


To Vary and Keep Diet Balance

The end of the long summer va- 
cation is almost here, 
_the school bells will ring. 

Getting ready for school in the 
morning, especially if there are 
three or four to get on their way, 
can cause real havoc in an unor- 
ganized home. It can, however, 
work out very 
smoothly with a 
little forethought 
and preparation. 

The biggest 
worry with the 
average mother 
is fixing the 
lunches during 
all the hub-bub 
in the morning. 
It poses quite a 3 
problem to get wholesome, nutrt- 
“tious lunches packed in a small 
ance: that will satisfy the 
growing child. 


TIME-CONSUMING 

Though I have only a seven- 
year-old to get on her way, it is 
still time-consuming detail if| 
left unti] the morning rush hour. 
We findethat most of the luncn 
can be prepared the night before 
and stored in the refrigerator ov- 
ernight with only a. few remain- 
ing details left for morning. 

My child loves to help prepare 
her own lunch and is learning a 
few of the basic foods that contain 
certain vitamins, and the like, 
that she should have. 

For instance, she knows that 
she should have, along with her 
sandwiches, a bit of vegetable, 
most always raw, and fruit, either 
prepared or raw. The dessert is 
always a simple matter of cookies, 
cake, or on special occasions, a 
nickel for ice cream. 
SANDWICHES 

Sandwiches, which are the; 

backbone of any lunch to be car- 
ried, can be as varied as the imag 
ination allows. If the choice were} 
left to our seven-year-old, it | 
would be peanut butter and jelly 
one day and jelly and peanut but- 
ter the next day. 

This seems to be the topmost 
favorite of most children, and 
though if contains many naces- 
“basics” it still does not! 
all the requirements for a} 

diet. I find that at most, 
two or three times a week is a suf-| 
ficient quantity. 

COMBINATIONS 


The following, I have found, are 
quick and simple and also are var- 
ied enough to keep the lunch box 
something to look forward to: 

I stick mainly to white or whole 
wheat bread. The fancy breads do 
not always meet with a growing! 
child’s fancy. I make sure that the 
following items are always on my) 
shelves to allow for a greater var- 
ietv of sandwich fillings: 
FILLINGS 

Cheese, both creamed style and 
brick, tuna fish, canned luncheon! 
meats, pickles and relishes, may- 
onnaise, raisins, dried fruits, nuts 
(chopped) and of course peanut | 
butter and jellies. 

Left-overs from the table are 
equally good in a variety of com-| 
binations. Last night’s roast, 
ground and mixed with a bit of 
mayonnaise, pickle and mustard 
on whole wheat bread is a good, 
filling sandwich.

There are many luncheon 
meats to choose from and all lend 
themselves well to a combination 
or by themselves with mayonnaise 
and lettuce. 

To vary the peanut butter idea, 
Il sometimes add fried bacon piec- 
es or chopped raisins, and spread 
on whole wheat bread. 

Sometimes I let my second-grad- 
er make her own Junch, unsuper- 
vised, to choose at will what she 
thinks would be good. It’s surpris- 
ing how well she can come up with 
ew idea that I hadn’t thought 


of. 


| ANYTHING HANDY 


The remainder of the lunch can 
be anything that is handy in the 
cupboards. Little cracker sand- 
wiches as an extra snack are ap-| 
preciated. I find ‘that cheese or 
jelly goes well with plain soda 
crackers and cheese or flavored 
crackers ore geod by themselves. 

Keeping vegetables crisp in a 
lunch box can be handled easily 
by wrapping tightly in aluminum 
foil and kept in the refrigerator 
until time for school. 

Celery is always good, either by 
itself or stuffed with any number 
of combinations. Creamed cheese 
is always a good standby and with 
a few nuts and raisins added to 
it becomes a special treat. 

I have grated carrot, mixed it} 
with mayonnaise and stuffed the 
celery stalks. This, however, is not, 
as good a “keeper” as other 


| things. 


ORANGES 

When 1 put in an orange, I al-| 
ways cut it around, starting at the 
and continuing on) 
This makes for 
easy peeling, and it’s not so messy 
to eat. Any fruits in season are 
good. I vary the lunch with dried | 


| fruits when the choice is limited. 
| Canned fruits or special desserts 
|are easily handled if you have a 


little plastic cup with a tight-fit- 
ting lid. 

Cookies, cupcakes or slices of 
cake or even some pies go well. I 
always like to add a small sur- 
prise. It doesn’t take much, but 
it is well worth the effort. A small 
bit of candy, chocolate covered 
raisins, mints or anything that is 
handy serves the purpose. 

Once in a while, it is a nice 
change to add a cold fruit juice 
or punch to the thermos instead 
of milk. A child is especially de- 


‘lighted with a bottle gf “coke.” 


The main thing, I have found, is 
to keep the lunch simple, with 
neither too much nor too little. It 
doesn’t take long to find out just 
how much is the right amount.

Time for Planting of 


Home Gardeners Given Tips on Procedure 


By TERRY LEE 

Perennials’ are the mainstay. 
of my garden, and this is the 
time many new ones can be 
started from seed. 

Some perennials, such as the 
shasta daisy, can be had from root 
divisions, but others resent divi- 
sion for many years and should be 
started from seed. 

The most conspicuous peren- 
nials in the garden are the tall 
ones. Among these, delphinium is 
the aristocrat, and is easily started 
from seed. 

Less refined, but tall and hand- 
some in July is hollyhock. The 
double flowers are like begonias. 
The seed is large and easy to han- 
dle—a good plant for the begin- 
ner to try.
